Court Declalon Needed.

“If the concluslons of counsel to the
voniinission as embodied In this report
Rre correct,’” the mub-commities !l}'l.[
“the company I= claiming and enjoving |
and but recently demanded large comn-
pensation for the partial relinguishment
of enormously valuable privileges on
tiip Weet Bide to wikich it has no vested
property right in fact, and as to wllch
the publie right may without great 414
ficulty be reestablished in the courts
Neither by contract nor in any other
wnay wshould the company s clam of
rights and titles as to thesse propertien
he recognized, unlesa these questions
have been adjudicated in the courts Im
proper praccedings instituted for the pur-
pose. 1f it be trus that the railroad
wpmpany s not destined to return to
private ownership and operation [t will
he no less Important to overthrow now
any clalms of title and rights by the
company which are baseless, to the end
1hat the Federal Governmen: may not
be called upon to pay the company for
anything the company does not own.”

“By far the greater part of this right
of way,"” Mr. Aron says, “is ciiy owned
land, which the rallroad occupies under
the parmission contalned In the ordi-
nance of 1847. Included In this cate-
gory are all of the strests and avenues,
Twelfth avenue, aud land below the
original high water niatk whera no
water grants have been made by the
ity

No ruch water granls have been
made, It is mstated, at the following
siresta; Sevanty-fourth to Beventy-sixth,
Eighty-fifth to Eighty-ninth, Ninety-
first to 106th, 109th to 112th, 114th to
118th, 121at to 130th, 146th to 150th.
155th to 157th, 165th to 177th and north
of 181at street.

In presenting his conclusions Mr. Aron
frankly says:

“In the abrence of judicial deterniina-
tion, It is diMcult to define the natuie
nf the title acquired by the yallroad
vompany because of the anomalous pro-
visiung of lts charter whd the deeds made |

to 1t. The diffculty s largely ope of
definition, and In sating my owi eon-
claslen T do ®a with full appreciation
of the forceful arguments and anthority |
which may be advanced ugalnst it. Hul
against any different theory it seema tn
me the objections are nol only forceful
but Insurmountable.”

However, Mr. Aron makes his report
extromely sweeplnug, declaring :

“It is to he deemed & matter of serious
doubt whether the rallroad company
owns even thora parts of its vight of
way where water grants have been made, |
and ax to the upland portion of [ta right |
of way there s also aserious doubt |
whether the rallroad company owna the
samne, oven where (L holds deesds to the
pronerty. Theso deeds quite yniformly
provide that the land be used only for
tracks and roadway and for no other pur-
yosa.  Iiven where the deeds do not con-
taln this restriction, the nature of the
property interest acgulred thereunder {n
to he deemed limited by the resirlclions
in the charter of the comprny,

SAME COAL PRICE
FOR ALL CONSUMERS

President Decides in Favor of
Garfield in Dispute Over
Railroad Fuel.

Speciol Deapateh to TRy Scx,

Wasmixatox, April 17.—All consaum-
ers of coal, whether rallroads, large
manufacturing intercsts o householders,
will fare equally In the price which they
pay for coal during the rest of the war
A declslon to this effect was rendered to-
day by President Wilson at the session
of the War Coauc!l In the White Honwe,
to which the controversy raging be-
tween the Fuel and Rallroad administra-
tions over the price of locomotive fuel
for this year was brought for determinas
tion

‘Ihe President held that*the adniinle-
trative policy under which the Govern-
menl puye the sime price for steel that
Is pald by the public appilea nino to the
purc¢hase of coal by the rallroads while
under Government control, By his ac-
tion the rallroads will pay the same
price for fuel for thelr own use that e
puid by other consumers.

The President's decimon Is a vindica-
tlon of the position taken by Fuel Ad-
ministrator Garfeld In the conferences
with the Railroad Administration which,
In the absence of Director-General Me-
Afdno, was represented by John Skelton
Willlams.

The session of the War Councll wan
longer than any held since that body
came into existence, and wan devoted
almost exclusively to the coal problem
and to the Industrial and transporiation
tangle which has arisen because of coal
and rallroad car shortages,

Prior to the meeting of the council
My, Willlams conferred with Dr. Gar-
fieid and Chairman Baruch in the latter's
office. An effort was made to reach
an agreement which could be presented
to Presldent Wilson at the council meet-
ing for ratifization. 'The conferences ad-
Journed without any result.

The controveray between Dr, Garfield
and the rallroad administration had Its
origin two weeks ago when all existing
vontracts for the =ale of fuel were can-
celled by the fuel admiasiration and an
order lasued that new contracts could be
made only with the approval of the ad-
miniatration and at prices ln sccord with
the maxhmum scale flxed Ly the Gove
ernment.

As long as the
condenpsed milk, evaporated miik,
cheess and Dbulter makers ares con-
fronted wilth overflowing storehounes
they cannot manufacture more stock on
R large scale. Milk therefore backs up
in the country and the dairymen de-
clare that unless something In done
about it they will have to cut down the
number of thelr dairy herdn

At the muggestion of Mr, Mitchell the
Farms and Markets Council of the
Rtatea nuthorized the Freaidént and
Commissioners Wilson and FPorter to

PLANE PRODUCTION

Aviation Magazine Presents
Constructive Criticism of
Government Work.

CIVILIAN CHIEF XNEEDED

| Manufacturers Should Have
Assurance of Federal
Cooperation.

The shouting need for the appointe
ment of a clvilian executlve in whom
may be lodged the entire responsibility

for the development of the American alr
programme in one of the principal toples
of an agticla which features the current
ienue of Aviation and Aeronautical En-
pineering, The entire alroraft situation
in discussed from the standpoint of
the manufacturer, and recommendations
which would specd up production are
mada as the result of manufacturers’
exporience.

Among the production essentials men-
tioned, in addition to the civillan execu-
tive, are the following:

1. Orders mhould be placed at once
for & sufficient number of planes to pre-
vent the closing of productive alrcraft
plants, A continuing manufacturing
programme should be declded upon with-
out further delay. As matters satand,
ons of the largest producing alrcraft
plants will have tn close within two
weelks for lack of orders.

2 Immediate “go ahead” orders
should be given for the complation of &
definite number of machines withouot
changes. Manufacturers as a whole are
understood to have no definite orders
at tha present time, merely tentative
crders. Continuing and overlapping or-
ders are necessary |f plants are to be
Kept going at full capacity.

2, Changes and improvements where
indicated by experlence or neceasity
should bs made in the next apecific lot
of machines, The bast machines should
be decided upon quickly, a scheduls lald
out and the way cleared for an uninter-
rupted production of a definite number
oi planes without permitting the incer-
poration of ¢hanges in taat lot.

Experta’ Advice Needed.

4. Full advantage should be taken of
the experienced engineering and produc-
tion experts of the alreraft manufac-
turers. Advantage has not been taken
in the past of these skilieidl workers.
This has resulted in the suppression of
original effort and design. 1n fact, the
polley seemin to have been actupliy o
prevent experimental work.
